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COVER NOTE: 
"THE OLD GAS HOUSE" 


At the corner of Earls Lane and Clifton Road stands a neat, red brick 
dolls-house of a building. In the last century this was the site of the 
Deddington Gas, Coke and Coal Company Ltd, no less, formed in 1862 to 
provide gas for 300 lights in shops, houses and street lights around 
the village. 


It's still called "The Old Gas House" and is now the home of Martin and 
Angela Weatherhead, their daughters Louise (8) and Victoria (6) - and 
Henry, their 3 ft Irish Wolfhound. When the Weatherheads bought the 
house exactly one year ago, it was in a pretty run down state, following 
the death of its elderly former owner, Winston Spencer Churchill. For 
eleven months they - and Henry - lived in a caravan behind the house 
while they gutted the whole building. Roof timbers, ceilings, floors 
and wiring were renewed, a bathroom added to replace the outside privy, 
and the downstairs floors excavated to provide a damp course. Outside 
original features like windows and doors have been retained and to the 
outside world the building looks much as it has always done. But in- 
side, with the original fireplaces and alcoves exposed, it has become 

a beautiful snug house. Still small for a family, so the Weatherheads 
hope to add on a two-storey extension at the back to increase the living 
accommodation from its present one and a half bedroom size. 


Their eleven month slog to get the house to its present condition was 

not without its horror moments, like using broom handles to turn off the 
lethal electrical system. But it had its rewards too, like an 1873 penny, 
carefully lodged in the fabric of a windowsill - someone was meant to 
find that! 


After braving the worst winter conditions for many years, the family - 
and Henry - have moved in. Early suspicions gone, he now feels com- 
pletely at home, bagging the best place, in front of the fire. 


The line drawing of the Old Gas House, the first of a series of new or 


renovated architectural features around Deddington, was done by Vojsava 
Fakhro of Castle Barns.

DEDDINGTON PEOPLE - LILY SMITH 


Lily Smith loves Deddington. Lily came to Deddington over 44 years ago with Mrs 
Oxenford, who looked after the Vicar the Rev Frost, after his mother died - Mrs 
Frost and Mrs Oxenford were sisters. It was also a suitable area for her son 

Colonel Oxenford to hunt. At that time the Vicarage was full of young evacuees 
and Mrs Oxenford and Lily had a flat in what is now the offices of Mirror Image. 


Apart from disliking service in a Kensington house with four floors, stairs 
everywhere, noise and people shouting - her memories of Deddington are pleasant 
and remembered in a grateful way.

High Street and Cross-roads, Deddington 


Deddington was indeed a town’set in the country, there were footpaths to the 
surrounding fields in all directions - up the Grove, off the Hempton, Clifton 
and Banbury roads. The children were interested in the country seasons and 
happenings, thrilled to recognise birds and find their nests, understand and 
take part in the field activities. You actually met people and families out 
walking like yourself. There was no fear then, no house doors were locked, you 
trusted people, you even crossed the main street freely; there was the odd car 
and bus but no hustle. 


Although the War had ended, the restrictions had not, Lily related how Deddington 
people walked to Clifton to Mr Drinkwater's shop for fish and chips (when the 

fat was available) and with a twinkle in her eyes she relives the treat it was 

to eat the chips in Mr Drinkwater's barn from newspaper - of course - "people 
were hungry you know''. Then again on a Thursday Mrs Drinkwater came back from 
Banbury with offal, made faggots in the afternoon and sold them in the shop 
"scrumptious", we did enjoy them. Remembering the war-time evacuees Lily remarks 
on the impact they had on the rural community of Deddington, livening up the 
atmosphere and quickening the pace of life. 


Coronation Day Lily reflects was a cold and windy day although there was dancing 
in the Market Square, a kindly lady in Victoria Terrace, Mrs Rule, wife of the 
District Surveyor, allowed her and others to come into her house and watch the 
ceremony on the television, the first time she had seen T.V. 


The tranquility in the atmosphere when speaking to Lily Smith has to be exper- 
ienced, unique in the present day of bustle, mental stress, financial pressures 
and upmanship. Here is an 86 year old lady who has worked hard all her long 
life caring for others, enjoyed doing so and has had great fulfilment in living 
in the countryside and Deddington - yes, a gentle and’ lovable old lady.
